ROME (AP) - Stressing the

long European tour, met with 
President Giovanni Leone and 
gave him the message he has 
carried to other European 
leaders — that Washington Is 
sticking by its Atlantic alliance 
partners. 


Italian authorities carried out 


exceptional security measures 


for Ford's 10-hour visit which 
includes an audience with Pope 
Paul VI at the Vatican. More 
than 5,00(1 heavily armed police 
officers and soldiers were post- 
ed in the city plus another 200 
sharpshooters on rooftops in the 
capital. , 


Despite some fears of demon- 


strations by Italian leftists, 


there was total calm in the city. 


Ford flew by helicopter from 


Rome's Ciampino airport to the

pino airport and on the streets 
off Rome. Another 200 police 
sharpshooters were "on rooftops.

palace in the center of Rome. 


The Communists, who are 


trying to build an image of res- 
peptability to strengthen their 
demands for inclusion in the 
government, urged leftists, to 
keep quiet during Ford's visit. 
But several groups of extreme 
leftists scheduled demonstra- 
tions in the late afternoon, about 
the time the President was to go 
to the Vatican.

newsmen aboard the presiden- 
tial flight from Salzburg, Aus- 
tria. 


He said the oil situation and

Pope would discuss the Arab-

One Still Missing 
In Sunken Oil Rig

GALLIANO,-If (AP) --For 


26 hours, Joe Bellard perched 
desperately on a valve handle to 
keep his head inside a bubble of 
life-saving air. He was trapped 
50 feet underwater in an up- ' 
side-down offshore oil rig. 


One minute he was asleep in 


his bunk in the air-conditioned 
crew's quarters atop the mam- 
moth $5 million oil-well work- 
over rig, Progress Marine No. f, 
which was being towed slowly 
across a placid sea. 


Then, suddenly, Bellard and 


his mates were scrambling in 
water and pitch-dark confusion, 
their air.pocket fouled with 
spilled diesel oil and made 
hideous with the sound of the 
rig's stress and strain. 


"1 was just about gone when I 


saw a Jight," said .Bellard. 
"Then the diver came through. 
I thought, 'Hallelujah!'" 


Five njen were rescued from 


the'overturned hulk and a com- 
pany spokesman said seven 
divers walked "every inch" of 
the 'sunken hulk early today 
looking for one man still miss- 
ing. 
The Coast Guard also put up a 
helicopter at first light today to 


. scan the Sea around the sunken 


'.- oil rig, having determined the 


missing man was not aboard it. 


The rig flipped in a stow, al- 


- most majestic, turnover Sunday 
afternoon in 60 feet of water 18 
miles off the Louisiana coast. 


Six of the 12 men aboard the 


rig jumped clear and were 
quickly picked up by the tug- 
boat which had been towing the 
rig. 


Bellard, 43, of Opelousas, La., 


and Derrel John Dore, 27, of 
Dclcambre, La., were the first 
two rescued Monday. After 
stints in. a divers' decompress- 
sion 
chamber, 
they were 


brought to a hospital here for 
observation. 


The other three, rescued later 


in the day and placed aboard a 
Coast Guard" boat, were sent'.to 
the same hospital today.

This windfall ended abruptly 11 
i years later.

the Gaza strip. Though caught by

the

recovered quickly and six days later 
its shock troops were swimming in the 
Canal. 


Before the reversal had become 


complete, the Egyptians scuttled all 
shipping within the Canal itself and 
"sabotaged its mechanical installa- 
tions. 


Subsequently the Isrealis- pulled 


"back from the immediate vicnity but 


have kept the Canal, under artillery 
surveillance. 


In a gesture toward breaking the 


deadlock in the stalemated peace 
negotiations, the Isrealis are extend- 
ing the withdrawal farther on Thurs- 
day. 


The restoration cost is yet to be pin- 


pointed. William Graves, an assistant 
editor for the National Geographic 
magazine, estimates the Egyptian 
government has spent at least $288 
million. Technical assistance from the 
U.S. Navy is placed at $20 million. No 
figure is given for additional technical 
aid by France'and Great Britain. 


Anwar Sadat, the successor to 


Nasser, has established a goal of sub- 
stantially altering the Canal's traffic 
pattern. 


This emphasizes tonnage rather 


than vessel count. 


/During the peak year of 1966, over 


v,,21,000 ships passed through the water- 
uway.

,- The monster cargo vessels, mostly 


"tankers, reverted to the longer pas- 
sage around'Africa because their

haul which the Canal was first dug to

Sadat's plan calls for widening and 


deepening the.channel to.accomodate 
the-supertankers. The ambitious effort 
'calls for a pipeline crossing Egypt 
from the port of Suez on the south to 
Alexandria 
northwesterly, on-, the 


Mediterranean. The big tankers will 
unload and reload part of their cargo 
through the line so as to traverse the 
Canal. 
.Transportation experts calculate 
shipping .expense rose an added $12 
billion on international commerce 
during the Canal's closing. 


While some question exists if Egypt 


can recapture that market entirely, 
the reopening will be a boon to Sadat's 
country and other nationSi 


Another phase in the grand plan is 


upgrading the cities of Suez, Ismalia 
and Port Said, and an extensive 
agricultural reclamation area along 
the Canal's northern- half. This would 
be through a desalinized irrigation 
system. 


The only sour note in Thursday's 


celebration is Cairo's decision 
to- 


refuse Isreali shipping. 


Even this sore point would vanish if 


something more tangible than the 
ceasefire from the Six'Day War is 
reached.

Reports indicate that officials 


running economic enterprises 
regularly set labor norms low to 
in oreasc their incomes, make 
false reports on performance 
and output and cream off the 
difference and operate illegal 
businesses on the side, utilizing 
government supplies. Theft of 
government property by Com- 
munist cadre is commonplace.

sonates the late Harry Truman. 
Whitmorc ranges over the en- 
tire Truman career in a drama- 
tic monologue.

Earlier, however, Whitmore 


had a comparable success on a

Rogers. In Phoenix, Arizona, 
another actor, Hal Holbrook, 
has put on more than 1,600 per- 
fprmances as Mark Twain, and 
Henry Fonda is touring the 
country as the lawyer Clarence 
•Darrow. , . 


No~dpubt all this reflects the 


general "nostalgia" boom, as 
do movies like "Stavisky," 
"Murder 
on 
the 
Orient 


Express," "The Great Waldo 
Pepper," "The Great Gatsby," 
and so on. But the Truman - 
Twain - Rogers - Darrow 


• phenomenon may also be part of 
the VAmericanism" mood at- 
tendant'upon the Bicentennial 
and strengthened by frustration 
abroad. 


Indeed, there are times when 


the past does seem especially 
attractive. During the last 
stages of our Indochina debacle, 
when H seemed that nothing at 
all could be done with dignity or 
style, a friend slipped me a kind 
of business card on which was 
printed, in large letters "I MISS 
IKE,", and then, in much 
smaller tetters, r'Hell, I Even 
Miss Harry." 


But, to inject a little reality. It 


was one of the greatest points 
about He in 1952 that he most 
particularly was not Harry, 
providing a contrast to him.in • 
almost all respects. Ike runn- 
nirig for the Presidency capj. 
tallied on widespread disgust 
with the recent Truman pertor- 
mahce,in office. V > 
: i : . ' • • ,. 


In his poem, "Directive," the 


subject of which is one way in 
which we use the past, Robert 
Frost begins: "Back out of all 
this now too much for us,/Back 
in a time made simple by the 
loss/Of detail, burned, dis- 
solved, and broken off/Like 
graveyard marble sculpture in 
the weather..." 


Frost is telling us here that 


we have an all but irresistible 
and probably natural impulse to 
simplify the past. The weary 
mind relaxes into the past, the 
simplififcd past, back out of all 
this now too much for us. 


Thus James Whitmore at 


Ford's Theater gives us the 
feisty, the earthy, the lovable 
Truman. He does not give us his 
harsher and more autocratic 
side, and not his bluster and his 
bullying, his ignorance and is 
demagogy-. Harry Truman's at- 
titude toward the nascent Civil 
Rights movement is not on 
display, either. 


No doubt Hal Holbrook gives 


us Mark Twain's "wit and wis- 
dom," 
especially the more 


heartwarming examples. But 
there was a bleak and nihilistic 
side to Twain too as well as an 
ample streak of Philistinism.' 


I have not yet seen Henry 


Fonda's Clarence Darrow, but 
the bet here is that I will see 
mostly the heroic tribune of the 
accused, but not the shallow 
determinist, nor will there be 
much.hint that there were two 
sides in the Scopes Trial, not 
only "modernist" versus "fun- 
damentalist," but parents ver- 
sus buraucrats for a say in the 
curriculum. Back out of all this, 
then, now too much for us, 


No doubt all these nostalgia 


impersonations . are largely 
harmless fun, but a truly bad 
idea is also gesUting. James 
Whitmore is 'saying that he 
would like to'combine with 
Fonda-Darrow and Holbrook- 
Twain in a great Bicentennial 
TV special.

sense Grilles, families could 
avoid mishaps and drastically 
reduce the number of accidental 
poisonings reported by health 
officials every year, according 
to the National Association of 
Chain Drug Stores. 


"There have been more than 


900 new substnces introduced 
into American medicine in the 
past 30 years. Many of these are 
potentially dangerous if taken 
carelessly, or stored where 
children 
can 
reach 
them 


easily," according to Robert J. 
Boiger, president of the or- 
ganization that represents 225 
chain ^ drug store companies. 
These: together operate more 
than lt;wo pharmacies in the 
United States, Puerto Rico and

One-of the biggest dangers, 


according to Bolger, Is en- 
couraging children to think of 
nadfcte w candy in hope of 


getting small fry to take it with 
a minimum of fuss. 


"Even though it tastes good, 


children should not be given the 
idea that they are taking candy. 
And all medicines should be 
kept strictly out of reach of 
children," said Bolger. 


To help impress on families 


the importance of proper use of 
medicines, the association in 
cooperation with the Drug En- 
forcement Administration of the 
United States Department of 
Justice has prepared a series of 
drug tips which are being dis- 
tributed to customers by chain 
pharmacies. 


They include: 
— Only take prescription 


medicine for the condition 
diagnosed by your doctor. Don't 
use it again unless you check 
with him. 


— Don't take another person's 


prescription medicine even .if 
you think your symptoms are 
the same. 


— Keep all medicine in the 


original container. Don't mix 
drugs together or put in other 
bottles. 


— Never give or take any 


medicine in the dark.

— Consult your pharmacist 


before you select non-prescrip- 
tion medicine and read all 
directions and precautions 
carefully. Some combinations of 
prescription and non-prescrip- 
tion medicines may be harmful.

Today, this 
has been almost completely 
replaced by a test known as the 
"protein-bound iodine" (PBI). 


In addition, new tests using 


radioactive iodine and other 
isotopes can, with great ac- 
curacy, establish the exact ac- 
tivity of the thyroid gland.

This was given to the 
newborn child of my niece.

Dear Miss T.: 


Some infants are born with 


jaundice or unusual blood con- 
ditions. These infants may need 
an "exchange" or "exsanguina- 
tlon" transfusion. 


By this method, almost all of 


the infant's blood is removed 
while normal blood is, at the 
same time* replacing it. 


The "RH baby," too, may 


sometimes need this type of 
transfusion.

Private Rites

TOKYO (AP) - A private 


home funeral 
is scheduled 


Wednesday for former Prime 
Minister Eisaku Sato, the Nobel 
Peace Prize winner whose eight 
years at the head of the 
Japanese government saw the 
country become an economic 
giant. 


Sato. 74, suffered a stroke at a 


restaurant two weeks ago and 
had been unconscious ever 
since. He died early today of 
heart failure, doctors said. 


The government and the 


ruling Liberal - Democratic 
party will hold a "people's 
funeral service," described as 
the informal equivalent of a 
state funeral, at the 10.000-seat 
Budokan Hall at some future 
date. A public service will also 
be held Friday at a Buddhist 
temple. 


Former President 
Nixon, 


whom Sato once described as 


EISAKU SATO 
Dies it T«ky» 


his "best friend." said he was 
saddened by the news of his 
death. 


"He guided Japan to its place 


among great nations of the 
world, and he made important 
contributions to world peace." 
Nixon said in a statement issued 
in San Clemente. 


Irish 
statesman 
Sean 


Macbride. who shared the Xobel 
Prize with Sato in 197-1. said he 
"made a tremendous contribu- 
tion to the postwar period by 
insisting on outlawing the use of 
nuclear weapons." 


The State Department said 


the United States "lias lost a 
good friend, one whose devotion 
and dedication to the cause of 
world peace was truly distin- 
guished." 


Sato believed stability in Asia 


depended on friendly relations 
between Japan and the United 
States. That policy eventually 
eroded his power and was a 
contributing factor to his resig; 
nation in June 19?2 near the end 
of his fourth two-year term in 
office, a record for postwar 
Japanese prime ministers. 


He was brought down by the 


"Nixon shocks," a series of 
economic and political actions 
affecting Japan that the Nixon 
administration took without 
consulting 
the 
Japanese 


government. The most serious 
was Nixon's decision in 1971 to 
end 
America's 
anti-Peking 


policy, a policy Sato had 
adhered to despite a movement 
within his own party for a 
rapprochement with China. 


Sato tried to recover by offer- 


ing to deal with Peking, but the 
Chinese would have nothing to 
do with him. Diplomatic rela- 
tions were finally opened by his 
successor, Kakuei Tanaka. 


Druggists Aren't 
Very Eager To 
Advertise Prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Drug 


stores would be able to adver- 
tise prices of prescription drugs 
and customers thus could shop 
for the cheapest price if the 
Federal Trade Commission 
adopts a proposed regulation. 


However, a survey of the 16 


states and the District 
of 


Columbia where drug-price ad- 
vertising already is allowed 
shows that not all druggists and 
drug companies are eager to 
advertise prices, even when it's 
legal. 


The FTC, in making the 


proposal Monday, asserted that 
comparison 
shopping 
for 


prescription drugs would save 
consumers more than $130 
million a year. 


FTC Chairman Lewis A. 


Engman said, "It is a curious 
set of values which says that the 
consumer may be given full in- 
formation about discretionary 
purchases such as deodorant 
and mouthvvash but cannot be 
given information that will help 
him save money on non-discre- 


'. tionary purchases such as drugs 


which a doctor has prescribed 
as essential to his good health." 


The commission said drug 


price advertising is restricted 
by laws in 34 states and effec- 
tively blocked even in the 16 
other states by pharmacists' 
codes of ethics and consumer 
ignorance of wide divergence in 
prices for the same drugs. 


If 
the 
FTC 
adopts 
the 


proposed rule after receiving 
public comment and holding 
hearings, the rule would super- 
cede those state laws. 


The rationale of the restric- 


tive laws and the 
ethical 


prohibitions includes concern 
that advertising and price cut- 
ting might lead to inferior 
quality; fear that the advertis- 
ing" would generate an unneces- 
sary demand for drugs; and 
druggists' insistence that a 
professional 
relationship 


between pharmacist and cus- 
tomer should be determined by 
factors other than prices. • 


There also are some economic 


factors in the debate. Some 
large drug chains tend to favor 
price advertising because they 
sometimes are better equipped 
to compete with both high- 
volume advertising and high- 
volume drug sales. For those 
same reasons, some smaller 
drug firms and 
individual 


druggists oppose advertising. 


In Washington state, one of 


the 16 states without advertising 
prohibitions, one drug executive 
said his seven-pharmacy chain 
limited its ads to the claim that 
"we meet or beat prescriptian 
prices." G.A. Guy, head of the 
Guy chain in the Seattle- 
Tacoma area, said there were 
some price wars among drug- 
gists.

To one American, the last 


days in Saigon, as communist 
forces marched toward that old 
and beautiful city, "were like 
attending toe funeral of an old 
friend." 


Describing his last days in 


Vietnam — chaotic days during 
which parents were separated 
from children, food was scarce 
and corruption reached new 
highs — was Aaron J. Blum- 
berg. The Dearborn, Mich., 
'economic consultant was among 
the hundreds of Americans and 
thousands of Vietnamese who 
were evacuated 
from 
the 


country in April. 


Blumberg 
retold 
bis 


experience during a talk to 
members of the St Joseph and 
Benton Harbor Rotary club yes- 
terday afternoon at the St. 
Joseph Elks club. 


He left the Rotarians with 


something to think about 
regarding 
the 
Vietnamese 


refugees currently entering the 
United States: "We can help 
them and, as business people, 
we can make a dollar too." 
Blumberg's experiences is that 
the Vietnamese refugees he met 
during the evacuation are a 
hard-working and ingenious 
people. 


Blumberg, 58, is a private 


businessman whose most recent 
trip to Vietnam was made on 
behalf of a Detroit scrap con- 
cern. He told local Rotary 
members that he was buying 
scrap metals in the country. 


During those last days, while 


the Communist forces swept 
through the fertile valley's of the 
Central Highlands heading 
south for the capital, morale fell 
in Saigon.

• 


. American businesses pulled 
up stakes, followed by most 
airlines and shipping .concerns; 
foreigners (the benefactors to 
. the thousands of hungry beg- 
gars) disappeared from the 
city's streets; there was "near 
panic 
in 
the 
financial 


marketplace;" curfew was en- 
forced by shooting anyone on 
the street past 8 p.m. 


'Americans •who were leaving 


the country during this time, 
before the Communists had ad- 
vanced to the gates of the city, 
discovered that to enter the air- 
port they would have to bribe a 
local policeman. 


Blumberg himself paid "a 


sizable bribe" to a policeman at 
the airport gate as he was 
taking some Vietnamese friends 
to the airport. He paid 50,000 
piasters, the equivalent of $25 
and several weeks pay for the 
policeman. 


Blumberg did not leaye 


Saigon himself until April 29, 
when he said he was awakened 
by the Communist rocket attack 
,on the airport. He and other 
Americans "knew that was real 
trouble," he said yesterday. 


With a background of rockets 


exploding and the crackling of 
small arms' fire a friend 
telephoned and said "Aaron; 
pack your bag in a hurry and 
get the hell over to the em- 
bassy." 


The seven-story American" 


embassy stands surrounded by 
a high wall. Outside there was a 
near-riot as Vietnamese begged 
to be admitted to the relative 
safety of the grounds. He said he 
saw "terror in the eyes and 
hearts of the Vietnamese who 
were there." 


His final view of the city came 


white he iras standing atop the 
embassy, where helicopters 
piloted by Americans were 
landing to evacuate the crowds. 


He was taken to a U.S. ship 


and transferred to another boat 
where 
6,909 
people 
were

voyage to the Philippines.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) - The people of Northern 
Ireland have experienced a 
marked, 
short-term 


improvement in their mental 
health during nearly six years of 
sectarian ~ warfare, says a 
psychiatrist who has extensively 
studied the phenomenon!. 


"I'm not advocating violence 


as a means of improving mental 
health," Dr. H.A. Lyons said in 
an interview. "It's a peculiar 
side effect that has been 
described repeatedly in coun- 
tries in time of war." 


But Lyons, a consultant at 


Northern 
Ireland's, biggest 


psychiatric facility, Purdysburn 
Hospital in Belfast, warned that 
the long term effects of the 
violence "are much, much more 
disturbing," including a shred- 
ding of the social fabric, a 
decline in moral standards, a 
rise in crime and an increase in 
bigotry. 


In British medical parlance a 


consultant is a physician and a 
senior specialist attached to ode 
or more hospitals. 


Since the Northern Ireland 


violence erupted in August, 
1969, Lyons has published in 
professional journals various 
studies ot the psychological im- 
pact of the warfare on the local 
population. He is regarded in 
Britain as one of the leading 
experts in that field. 


Spain during the Spanish Civil 


War, all European countries 
during World War II. and 
Northern Ireland since August 
1969, Lyons said, noticed among 
their general populations a sig- 
nificant drop in the number of 
suicides, nervous breakdowns, 
admissions to mental hospitals 


and visits to psychiatrists. 


The suicide rate among 


Northern Ireland's 1.5-million 
population has halved during 
Tha Troubles, Lyons said. But 
during the same period the sec- 
tarian strife has taken the lives 
of more than 1,200 persons, 
wounded or crippled for life 
another 8,000 and 
further 


polarized the Roman Catholic 
and Protestant communities.' 
" "One of the biggest causes of 
mental illness is boredom, 
nothing to strive for, the feeling 
that you've arrived at your des- 
tination with nothing further to 
do," Lyons explained. "But in a 
wartime situation people have a 
cause, 
have 
a 
purpose, 


something to strive for, they're 
actively involved." 


In 
London, 
psychiatrist 


Joshua Biercr noted that mental 
illness is most prevalent in 
affluent societies such as the 
United States where many 
people are bored because their 
lack of motivation. 


Dr. Biercr; medical director 


of the Institute of 
Social 


Psychiatry and editor of the In- 
ternational Journal of Social 
Psychiatry', 
said 
he 
was 


familiar with Lyons' Ulster 
findings and that he and most 
psychiatrists would not find 
them surprising. 


Bierer told of his own work at 


an out-patient psychiatric clinic 
in London's East End during 
World War II. He said that when 
the war broke out he expected 
the clinic to be swamped by 
people whose mental health had 
been impaired by the stresses of 
war but that the number of pa- 
tients actually decreased sig- 
nificantly. 


"It was the biggest surprise 


of my life," he'said. He added 
that psychiatrists have since 
found that "the worst enemies 
of mental health in present-day 
Western society are boredom 
and lack of motivation," usually 
absent in wartime. 


But in the long run, Dr. Lyons 


said, prolonged violence can 
severely impair the collective

So* 
for a very formative time of 
their lives they have been 
taught and conditioned to hate, 
taught and conditioned that 
violence is an acceptable way of 
life. It's a pattern that's been 
ingrained in them. 


(An American psychiatrist 


who has written on the subject, 
Dr. Jules II. Masserman of 
Chicago, endorsed Lyons' find- 
ings: "It is a phenomenon dur- 
ing warfare when trivial issues 
fade into insignifigancc," he 
said. 


(Dr. Masserman added that 


the 
additional 
finding, 
of 


deleterious effects on children 
growing up as witnesses to adult 
cruelty, also has been found in 
other wartime situations.) 


"When the politicians do 


decide to come together — and I 
suppose they will — certainly 
these teen-agers won't be able to 
suddenly settle down," Lyons 
said. "So you will have in the 
future a big problem of crime 
and anti-social behavior — 
young criminals and juvenile 
delinquents and so forth. And 
nobody's really considering 
this." 


Lyons said he has noted an 


upsurge in crime and anti-social 
behavior not directly connected 
with the sectarian troubles — 
petty vandalism, reckless driv- 
ing, drunkenness, wife-beating 
and marital infidelity. He said 
it's partly because the police are 


too busy with bombing and 
murder to deal with the vandal 
or drunk, but also due to the 
stress and strain of prolonged 
civil strife. 


"I mean if you're living in a 


street where there's shooting 
and bombing, 
intimidation, 


army searches, your family in- 
terned, and so forth, to be a bit 
worried, a bit anxious about the 
situation is normal," Lyons 
said. "To be indifferent, callous 
and cold would be indicative of 
mental illness." Also, be said, 
it's mentally healthy to let off 
steam. 


Another spinoff of the trou- 


bles, Lyons said, is that there is 


virtually DO drug problem in 
Northern Ireland. 
. 


Teen-agers in some countries 


"have to go out and'search for 
their kicks" and sometimes 
resort to drugs, he said. "But in 
Belfast kids can get their kicks 
just by sitting in their front doo 
in a civil war situation," hurting 
rocks and epithets at the sol- 
diers and police. 


Also, the psychiatrist added, 


"the leaders of the militant or- 
ganizations are extremely an- 
tidrugs, and anyone who's found 
taking or, more seriously, 
peddling drugs gets shot in the 
kneecap. That's a pretty strong 
deterrent."

; Pheasants hatching out within a couple of weeks will provide 
most of the shooting targets this fall. A late summer survey by 
niral mail carriers will determine brood size and numbers and 
. jjjive the best indication of what type of pheasant season to be ex- 
pected: 
SThe recently completed crowing survey — which indicates 
breeding potential — covered designated 20-mile routes. There 
were two-minute stops each mile, with the resulting index being 
ffie average number of crows heard per stop.

Bridgman Reaffirms 
Need For Annexation 


BRIDGMAN — Reasons for 


•-he Bridgman city commis- 
sion's proposed annexation of 
rpart of Lake township were de- 
tailed by commissioners here 
last night. 


The controversial annexation 


proposal would add a major 
portion of the $800 million 
Donald C.' Cook nuclear power 
plant to the city. 


Reasons offered by the com- 


missioners and previously cited 
included ones that annexation 
was necessary for the continued 
expansion and Improvement of 
city services arid that anncxa-' 
lion would result in a decreased 
city tax rate while not increas- 
ing the township's tax levy. The 
reasons were outlined during a' 
special presentation in the 
Bridgman high school. 


The commissioners charged 


during the presentation that the 
township's $5 million water 
system expansion plan docs not 
include water service to the' 
proposed annexation area, but 
that 2V4 mills sought to pay for 
bonds needed to expand water 
services would be levied against 
all In the township and a major 
portion paid by the power plant. 


"Annexation is fundamental 


to the survival of the city." 
Commissioner Charles Gilmore 
told the audience. 


Mayor Ronald Gelesko added 


that 
expansion 
and 


improvements in other areas of 
the city hinged on the annexa- 
tion proposal. Improvement of 
Lake street, estimated at $1.3 
million, 
and major 
drain 


improvements set at $300,000 
can be funded with lax revenue 
from the,annexation, Gelesko 
said. 
' 


Commissioner Alfred Tollas 


said the annexation would lower 
the city's tax rate fjom its 
present nine mills to an es- 
timated three mills. 


Gilmore said that while the 


township needed to levy taxes to 
pay for expansion of water lines, 
the revenue from the city's 
water department could provide 
the same expansion and not 
mean an increase In taxes. 


In response to questions from 


the audience, Gilmore said that 
city •would extend water and; 
sewer lines to the subdivisions 
located within the proposed an- 
nexation area if added to thce 
city 


Lake township has delayed 


issuing $5 million in bonds, to 
complete its initial plan and add 
on to it pending the outcome of 
the annexation proposal which 
is now before the state boundary 
commission. 


The commission ruled May 15 


that 
the city's annexation 


proposal 
met 
legal 


requirements, despite the ob- 
jections of the township. A 
public hearing has been set for 
Aug. 
2(j by the commission 


before it rules on the petition. 


The proposed area is bounded 


by Lake Michigan on the west; 
the center line of 1-94 on the 
cast; the northern city limits on 
the south, and to the north, a 
section line through the Cook 
plant.

The files contain information 


on 50,000 Michigan residents 
collected over the past 20 years, 
according to the State Police. 


The data was gathered by the 


Special Investigations Unit, 
which was established to spy on 
suspected Communist subver- 
sives. 


"It has been my position that 


the files should jfe destroyed 
and the unit disbanded," Kelley 
proclaimed Monday. 


Ingham County Circuit Court 


Judge Thomas Brown put off 
issuing an order in the case. 


Another suit pending in 


Wayne County Circuit Court 
asks that the files be disclosed. 
The suit says anyone named in 
police files should be given a 
copy of the file. The suit was 
filed by 12 individuals, most of 
them antiwar activists. 


Ferency, who said the files 


are a breach of' constitutional 
rights, said the only dispute 
remaining 
is whether the 


records should be opened and 
disclosed before they are des- 
troyed. 


State Police Director George 


Halverson recently said the 
number of nanies in the files 
has been cut in half from 100,000 
to about 50,000. 


Civil 
libertarians 
have 


charged that the files are an in- 
vasion of privacy and demanded 
they be opened to inspection by 
persons who believe they are in 
the data banks. ' 


Halverson opposes public ins- 


pection, saying it would expose 
.and endanger informants. He 
,also wants State Police to be 
able to siphon off those files 
dealing strictly with criminal 
activities. 


Halverson was out of the state 


and unavailable for comment, 
his office said Modnay. 


- Rep. Perry Bullard, D-Ann 
Arbor, and Sen. Basil Brown, 
D-Detoit, have introduced bills 
to eliminate the subversives 
unit. In addition, Bullard's bill 
would direct that the files be 
turned over to the Civil Rights 
Department where they would 
be kept for six months before 
being destroyed. 


During that period, Bullard's 


measure would allow those who 
suspect a file may have been 
maintained on them to inspect 
the material. 


"That 
information 
was 


passed out and used but we 
don't know how widely used or 
what it was used for. We should 
not destroy them until we have 
better knowledge of what it is 
all about," Bullard said. 


"Destruction 
might be a 


coverup of what has been done 
with the names of private ci- 
tizens. We should develop 
safeguards against a political 
secret police so we should not 
destroy the files until we have 
heeler knowledge of what it's all 
about," Bullard said.

But Auer was overlooked 


because his case': was in the 
courts and he was out of jail. 
Now he's back.

numerate without regrouping or 
carrying. 


This same group of young 


people for behavioral reasons 
also comprised the majority of 
those executing wild, undis- 
ciplined Karate kicks at other 
more capable classmates on the 
playground during recess. With 
the help of the other teachers in 
Unit S, Gcnettc Gillard. Gerri 
Gray, and Susan Lapps; two 
paraprofessionals, 
Deloris 


Gowens and Joan Murphy; and 
Learning Disability Consultant 
Annette Smith, we combined the 
two problems and made Karate 
a welcomed ally.'Just as Karate 
proved a powerful weapon in 
self defense, it served equally 
well to combat inadequacy in 
math performance. 


On a field trip to Al's Karate 


Academy in Benton Harbor the 


proprietor and Karate instruc- 
tor, presented a demonstration 
focusing on the dangers of 
pseudo-Karate as displayed on 
the playground, and most effec- 
tively 
the 
importance 
of 


numbers in executing the 
various.positions totaling over 
1,000. To illustrate, his assistant 
would count aloud as he per- 
formed for the group. 


Back at school, our first task 


was to send a thank-you note to 
the academy, and we naturally 
chose the number way of doing 
this. 


After teaching the skills 


needed, we then based scores on 
a point system. A student with 
100 correct responses to a 100- 
point evaluation test would in- 
dicate total master}', and would 
earn the black belt, just as in 


Karate the belts of various 
colors signified degrees of 
competence in performance. A 
student with M points received a 
brown belt; 40-blue belt; 90- 
green belt; 20-yelkrw belt; It- 
white belt. Each student had his 
individual chart to color in the 
belt he earned each week. A 
master chart was on display in 
the classroom to show class 
program. 


With this system no student 


failed, and while there may 
have been more white and 
yellow belts at first, the 
children soon caught on as self- 
confidence increased, and more 
and more other colors became 
dominant. 


Al last count there were five 


black belts, fifteen brown belts, 
three blue belts, and five green 


belts, and the complexity of 
skills had increased to include 
Place Value and Addition with 
regrouping (carrying) and 
some 
multiplication. 
Two 


students, Cheryln Neal and 
Sherry Rittmon had been ad- 
vanced to a more capable group 
in the K5E setup. 


To encourage still more effort 


on the pert of students, we cut 
crepe paper belts in corres- 
ponding colors and they got to 
wear these during a special 
ceremony on Fridays. This 
special occasion held much of 
the flavor of the Miss America 
Contest, and Mrs. Gowens con- 
ducted the ceremony. We found 
the motivation of Karate math 
very stimulating and most im- 
portantly, we made new friends 
on the playground. Because, 
after all, our well-disciplined 


budding Karate math cham- 
pions had earned Mty the 
highest of respect and admira- 
Uon for their physical aM meM- 
tal progress.

During the pretesting for 


math groupings in our unit of 
some 90 students, we discovered 
that 30 needed these specific 
skills: Counting to 100, writing 
the numerals to 100, addition of
